4. Atruovon there can be no doubt that at 
least one t ton

in this volume does not eoutain any remains of 
temples older than the X1Ith Dynasty; and it 
was foun to overlie irregular buildings, and 
burials which cannot be earlion than the Xith 






























Dynasty, 

"These earlier buildings could not be thoroughly: 
exuuined, owing the stone work of the 
tomples which partly overlaid them. Also it 
wae nit posible to reach them until March, 
‘owing to the veater level of the inundation, 





On pl. iv. is shown the outlines of the temple 
wall not nod dash ines, a relation to the 
Inrick walls whieh lie below thei, so far ns Mr. 
Ayrton could trace them ot the close of oar 
‘work. Tt will bo seen thatthe brick walle have 
no connexion ith the temple. wall 
‘nly approximately in the same direction, Nove 
of the walls are thiek, like thowe of the easly 
Iick comples at Abydos: hardly any parts are 
amore than one brick through, And the presence 
of gramarics pots als to these being dedinary 
houses, Still farther “marking the private 
charucter of the ground, were ahout « dozen 
‘busals seattored ia diferent parts; apparently 
these had been placed parallel tothe walls 
owing to the graves being dug among deserted 
Iwildings.

wing of the portico, There i a line of wall 
foundation underlying a row of columns of the 
hhypostyle hall. And there are in soveral parts 
foundations shown in pl. v2, much deeper than 
the rest of the temple. Moreover om these 
deepest foundations (X1Ith Dyn?) i a sand- 
bed of rebuilding; a second foundation upon 
that (XVIMIth Dyn.?}; another sand-bed of a 
second rebuilding, and then the XIXth Dynasty 
threshold. All of this is strong evidence that 
a great temple existed here, not only before the 
XIXth Dsnasty, but before the XVIUth as
